Horses for Abroad 


While Germany sebms bent upon acquir. 
ing as many Irish horses as possible— 
chargers, gunners, troopers, etc.—I hear 
that England is ceasing to purchase this 
class of horse in Ireland for the moment. 
Instead of army horses, England is spend- 
ing money upon aeroplanes and other 
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modern equipment, .so, perhaps, the 
Germans are very welcome here at pre- 
sent, particularly as they are payi 
fairly good prices. - It has been said that 
they intend to purchase brood mares in 
Ireland at a later date. It is to be hoped, 
however, that Irishmen will not part with 
their good mares. I know it is very diffi- 
cult to resist the temptation of a good 
price, and that when one is hard up, as 
many Irish farmers and others are to-da 
one might even feel tempted to sell oni 
grandmother, but in parting with 
mares to the foreigner one is selling t 
goose with the golden egg. The same may 
be said with regard to the stallions. Often 
the sale of these animals to foreign coun- 
tries may be regarded as a good bargain 
for the Irishmen, but it so happens that 
a good sire is sold that should never have 
left the country. I would not go so far 
as to say that the Government should 
prohibit the export of these animals, as 
people in the past have done, but it is 
up to the owners themselves to retain 
their stock for the country, if possible. 


The Strap-Hangers’ University 


The celebration of its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary has brought inte prominence that 
‘literary and cultural enterprise known as 
The Home .University. Library, founded, 
in 1911, when three famous men col- 
laborated in the work of editing and pub- 
lishing the first volumes ; they were Pro- 
fessor Gilbert Murray; now a distin- 

uished scholar in many fields; Dr. 

isher, a former Cabinet Minister, and 
now Warden of New College, Oxford ; and 
Sir Arthur Thomson, the eminent scien- 
_tist, who has meanwhile died. (After his 
death the trio was completed by Professor 
Julian Huxley.) They began with eleven 
volumes; the total is now 170. 

This distinguished association has, un- 
doubtedly, given much help to a large 
circle of readers who-can only be stu- 
dents in their spare-time—hence the 
jocose nickname of The Strap-hangers’ 
University—by giving them, at a very 
small cost, expert studies of the great 
periods of history, literature and art, and 
outlines of the latest ideas on scientific, 
philosophical, economic and political 
affairs. The library has evidently been 
a complete success, and many imitations 
have followed. It is a curious little de- 
tail in this regard that, outside these 
islands, the largest sales have been in 
Japan !

Inevitably we ask why not an extension 
of the idea over here? The Home Univer. 
sity Library solves one kind of need. as 
do also such other cheap editions as 
“The World’s Classics,’’ or the ‘‘ Every- 
man Library,” and in our youth we had a 
famous paper-covered series called “ The 
Penny Poets.” But what we all need is 
suggested by the recent “ Penguin 
Books ” at sixpence each, which are mar- 
vellous value, and are naturally selling 
like hot cakes; we need, in brief, cheap 
editions of contemporary literature. This 
need for cheap fiction in Ireland has been 
stated over and over again, and I cannot 
understand why no English or Irish pub- 
lishing house does not exploit the market. 
Our Carnegie libraries are still few and 
far between. We have no Boots, vr 
Mudies. Our people in the countryside 
have no real opportunity of keeping in 


touch with modern hiography, politics. 


fiction and so forth. They will pay up to

OLUMBIA’S version of “ Crime

Now, lest it be said that I am a lover 
of clap-trap literature, and unable to ap- 
preciate the merits of a novel which 1s 
recognised everywhere as one of the 
world’s masterpieces; let me reply that it 
was not any dulness in Dostoievsky’s 
book that prevented me.from reading it, 
but the harrowing power of the book. The 
anguish of it, the clinging mist of stark 
horror that pervades every page of it— 
these are the qualities which make it too 
painful for me, and make it, in my mind, 
one of the most magnificent. and terrible 
beoks of all time. If, therefore, I have 
no right to criticise the film version from 
the point of view of fidelity to detail, I 
can claim with some justice to comment 
upon its fidelity to ‘‘ atmosphere” ; and 
that atmosphere of horror is the thing 
that matters

Seen from that point of view, the film 
version is wrong. It is made with extra- 
ordinary skill, and is a thoroughly good 
film, which has strong characteristics of 
its own. But its manner of approach is 
inevitably not Dostoievaky’s. ose 
incidents which, in the novel, were small 
incidents, but gained a terrible magnitude 
in the murderer’s tortured mind, and thus 
magnified drove him eventually to the 
verge of madness, are elaborated into 
lengthy, weighty and direct episodes on 
the. screen. The film -presents these 
incidents as definite links in the chain of 
suspicion leading. to Raskolnikoff's 


arrest; in the book they, are not definite 


at all. and would have meant nothing 
except to a guilty and diseased mind.

INFANT MORTALITY DOWN 


In the éorrected figures for 1934 the most 
satisfying feature was the fall in infant 
mortality coincident with an increase in the 
birth-rate. The increase in the birth and 
death-rate was probably explained by an 
actual increase in the population. The tuber- 
culosis death-rate was virtually stationary, 
while the cancer death-rate showed a slight 
fall. Of general causes of mortality, heart 
disease. continued to be the principal indi- 
vidual cause.

This was 
accounted for partly by a decrease of £536 
in the inógfhe fróm paying patients, and a 
reduction of £124 in the nurse’s registration 
fees. ‘Lhe total ordinary expenditure showed 
an increase of £1,265 over that for the 
previous year. 

Expenses were up under, the heads of 
médicines and surgical requisites (£401), food 
(2385), salaries (£231) and nvkeep of estab- 
lishment (£396).

The  hos- 
nital had been very fortunate im receiving a 
large amount of legacies, and: had been able 
to add the sum of £4.605 to the Endowment 
Fund.

£707 9s. 8d., or £120 less than Jast year.

Let me requote the words, ‘‘to recover 
her lost reputation.” So she had a reputation 
to lose, in the days gone by, and was then, 
in fact, '“the most sporting country in the 
wide world.” And how. was she then off in 
the matter of vermin? Were they then the 
non-existent things that Colonel Guinness 
now declarés it absolutely necessary to make 
them ? 
With the single exception of the magpie 
(which we have only had since about 1676), 
all these wild inmates of our woods are 
among our native species, and have. been 
with us from time immemorial, enjoying 
even greater freedom’ for*the-exercise of their 
redatory instincts than they possess to-day. 
ot only had we an abundance that would 
now be thought remarkable of the peregrine 
falcon and other still common hawks, but 
with them were numbers of other prey-killing 
species—eagles, harriers, buzzards, and that 
now very scarce mammal, the pine marten, 
whom the hand of man has since gone far to 
wipe out.

factory—on the same day beat our produce 
in price by about ls. a cwt, Evidently we 
take as a standard factory butter as our 
guide in quality. 

It may be put forward as an excuse that 
as we have not a continuous supply that we 
have to buy our way into the market at 
the beginning of each season. This is wrong, 
as later on, wher we have our customers 
secured, the Danes will gradually draw away, 
ug usual, in price and beat us from 25s, to 
Sha, a cwt. 

Our new system of mannfacture is wrong ; 
results have proved so. Before its introduc- 
tion we held pride of place with the Danish 
as far as pride was concerned. Again, we 
pack our butter in the pyramid container, 
which has the hall-mark of inferiority at- 
tached to it, and is regarded hy the trade 
as a ‘filling in line’’ of “ boxed-butter.”’ 

We cannot use the cask as a container, 
though preférence is given by the trade for 
butter in this style of package, as the body 
is boiled out of the cream with the result 
that our butter is not able to stand up to 
competitors in quality and ‘acks texture, 
with the result that the slightest heat makes 
if collapse into an unsightly mess on the 
grocer’s counter. 

In regard to bacon, it cannot be said that 
a seasonal supply has an adverse effect upon 
it, yet the Danes lead us from 8s. to 1s. 
a, cwt, at present, and others, who a few 
years ago produced bacon which was a drug 
on the market, now beat us in price and in 
prestige. In this line it strikes me as absurd 
to practically compel farmers to produce first 
class pigs to make secondary or lower grada 
bacon, The defects of the Act. which were

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ROUND UP BY POLICE 
NEAR. FINGLAS 


HIRTEEN men who were taken into 
| custody near Finglas, County Dublin, 
at about 3 p.m. on Sunday were still 
detained at the Bridewell yesterday.

The men were in a party of about fifty 
who assembled in a field at Ballygall road, 
Finglas. They had not been there long 
when four police cars, followed by two 
tenders, were seen approaching from 
different. directions. An co was 
made to scatter, but the plain clothes 
police, armed with revolvers and Thomson 
sub-machine guns, rounded up thirteen of 
then. 

They were ordered into the tenders and 
driven to the Bridewell under escort, 
shouting and singing lustily on the way. 
About fifteen or twenty bicycles on which 
some of the party had ridden te the meet- 
ing place were also taken away by the 
police. 

It is understood that the detained men, 
who are believed te belong to the I.R.A., 
have refused to give their names to the 
Guards. They are apparently not men 
from the Finglas district, and are thought 
te have gone there from the city. ) 


NO INFORMATION 


No charges were preferred against them 
in the District Court yesterday, and, apart 
from admitting that the men were in 
custody, the police declined to answer any 
questions regarding them. One official 


to happen to them—they may be brought 
before a District Justice; they may be 
released, and they may go before the 
Military Tribunal.’’

When a man is arrested under ordinary 
law he is charged on the day following 
his arrest. When a man is detained 
under the Public Safety Act, however, he 
can be held for seventy-two hours ; within 
that period he must be told whether or not 
he is to be charged before the Military 
Tribunal—or released. This wonld give 
the authorities until to-morrow afternoon 
to reach a decision in the case of the men 
detained at Finglas.

MINISTER’S NEW ORDER 


| The Minister for Agriculture has made 
an order under Section 39 of the Dairy 
Produce (Price Stabilisation) Act, 1935, 
prescribing that as from the 15th May, 
1936, the minimum price payable for 
ereamery butter delivered or forwarded 
to the purchaser shall be 141s. per cwt. in 
the case of butter comprised in a consign- 
ment of not less than 20 cwts., and 145s. 

r cwt. in the case of butter comprised 
in a consignment of less than 20 cwts. - 

The new order revokes the Order pre- 
viously in force, under which the lower 
price of 141s. per cwt. applied to a con- 
signment of not less than 5 cwts. de- 
livered outside the county borough of 
Dublin; the county of Dublin, or the 
urban district of Bray. Consequently, 
any consignment comprising less than 20 
cwts. of creamery butter to which the 
order applies, which is delivered or for- 
warded to the purchaser in any part of 
the Saorstat on or after the 15th May, 
must be charged for at the rate of 145s. 
per cwt., exclusive of any discount, allow- 
ance or abatement. 

Any person selling creamery butter at 
a price below the appropriate price speci- 
fied in the order referred to is guilty of 
an offence, and is liable, on summary 
conviction, to a fine not exceeding one 


hundred pounds.

Mr. MacEntee will present his fifth 
Budget to the Dail this afternoon, and the 
poorer of a reduction in taxation are 
brighter to-day than they have been for 
some years past. For that reason the 
preparation of the Budget statement has 
involved considerably mó trouble and 
less effort than usual. Revenue and 
finance officials have not had to worry 
about any complicated and fantastic 
schemes pro by followers of the 
Government ler the alleged good of the 
country and the discomfort of the tax- 
payer. 

This year Mr. MacEntee is anxious “‘ to 
leave well enough alone,” and does not 
intend to invite any great criticism of his 
financial proposals. This does not mean, 
however, that he intends to throw away 
money or to endanger the Exchequer posi- 
tion. He will simply content himself by 
dispensing a few practical favours to the 
sections of the community likely to 
appreciate them most, and to remember 
him when election time comes, 


INCOME TAX AND SURTAX 


He will not disturb the income tax 

standard rate of 4s. 6d. in the £ or the 
existing sur-tax rates. In some quarters 
it has been suggested that he will increase 
the children allowance to £60, so as to 
bring it up to the new British allowance. 
Mr. MacEntee has always set a high 
standard in the matter of family 
allowances, and for this reason he may 
wish to live up, to his reputation. 
Apart from a reduction in the standard 
rate, the greatest relief which the Govern- 
ment could give to taxpayers would be to 
inerease the reduced rate relief allowance 
of £100. This has hit taxpayers very 
seriously, and if any benefit in the way of 
income tax allowances is forthcoming it 
should be through this relief. But, while 
the Minister has thought of the proposal, 
he has, perhaps, come to the conclusion 
that it would be too costly. This is doubt- 
ful, especially in view of the fact that the 
loss is likely to be made good by the 
increased yield in the income tax expected 
for 1936-’37. 


BOUNTIES AND SUBSIDIES 
Loop-holes in the taxation net are to be
